A perfectly plain pullover 
with long sleeves made in 
warm 4 ply wool exactly 
matching his uniform.'this is 
an invaluable addition to the 
volunteer’s kit. It provides 
ease and comfort for camp¬ 
ing days. 


MEASUREMENTS: 
Length from shoulder 21, 
21 i and 22 inches. 

Width round at under-arm 
34, 36 and 38 inches. 
Sleeve seam 19i 20 and 20i 
inches. 


Where three figures are given, the 
first will be for the 34-inch chest and 
the figures in brackets will be for a 
36 and 38-inch chest respectively. 

MATERIALS. 

“Femina” Botany Fingering, 4-ply, 11 ozs. 
for 38-inch Chest, 10 ozs. for 34 and 36-inch 
Chest. 

2 No. 9 and 2 No. 10 Shephard’s Knitting 
Pins. 

ABBREVIATIONS. K. = knit,p.= purl, 
st. = stitch, tog. = together. 

TENSION. 61 sts. to one inch. 

FRONT. Using No. 10 pins, cast on 110 
sts. (116 sts., 122 sts.) and work 3 inches in 
(k. 1, p. 1) rib, increasing 1 st. on the last 


row of rib. (Ill sts.) (117 sts., 123 sts.) 
Change to No. 9 pins and alternate rows of 
plain and purl until the work measures 13 
inches (13^ inches, 14 inches) from the com¬ 
mencement, ending with a purl row. Shape 
the armholes and neck as follows: — 

1st row. Cast off 6 sts. (9 sts., 12 sts.), 
counting the st. on the right-hand pin, k. 45, 
(p. 1, k. 1) 4 times, p. 1, knit to the end. 
2nd row. Cast off 6 sts. (9 sts., 12 sts.), 
counting the st. on the right-hand pin, p. 45, 
(k. 1, p. 1) 4 times, k. 1, purl to the last st., 
k. 1. 

3rd row. K. 2 tog., k. 43, (p. 1, k. 1) 4 
times, p. 1, knit to the last 2 sts., k. 2 tog. 
4th row. K. 2 tog., p. 42, (k. 1, p. 1) 4 
times, k. 1, purl to the last 2 sts., k. 2 tog. 
Work a further 5 rows, knitting 2 sts. tog. at 
both ends of every row and taking 4 sts. extra

into the rib (2 on each side of the centre) on 
the next and following 4th row. Next row. 
Slip 1 knitways, p. 33, rib 7, k. 2 tog., turn 
and continue on these sts. only, keeping a 
border at the neck edge of 8 rib sts. and 
knitting 2 sts. tog. at this edge inside the 
border on the next and every following 6th 
row until 35 sts. remain. Continue without 
further shaping until the work measures 20^ 
(21, 21^) inches from the commencement, 
ending at the armhole edge. Cast off 9 sts. 
at this edge 3 times, then work on the 
remaining 8 sts. in rib for 2 \ inches. Cast off. 
Join in the wool and work the other side, 
decreasing 1 st. inside the border at the neck 
edge on every following 6th row. Finish to 
match the first side. 

BACK. Work exactly as for the front until 
the armhole shapings are reached. To shape 
the armholes, cast off 6 sts. (9 sts., 12 sts.) at 
the beginning of each of the next 2 rows, 
then k. 2 sts. tog. at both ends of every row 
until 85 sts. remain. Continue without 
further shaping until the armholes are the 
same depth as the front armholes. Cast off 
9 sts. at the beginning of each of the next 6 
rows. Cast off. 

SLEEVES. Using No. 10 pins, cast on 50 
sts. and work 4 inches in (k. 1, p. 1) rib. 
Change to No. 9 pins and alternate rows of 
plain and purl, increasing 1 st. at both ends 
of the 5th and every following 6th row until 
there are 96 (98 sts., 100 sts.) sts. Con tin ue 
without further shaping until the work 
measures 211 (22, 221) inches. To shape the 
top, cast off 4 sts. at the beginning of each

of the next 2 rows, then k. 2 sts. tog. at both 
ends of every following row until 28 (30 sts., 
32 sts.) sts. remain. Cast off. Work a second 
sleeve in the same way. 

TO MAKE UP. Press the work under a 
damp cloth with a hot iron. Join side, 
shoulder and sleeve seams. Sew in sleeves, 
placing seam to seam. Join the front borders 
and sew to the back of the neck. Turn back 
the cuffs for 2 inches. Press all seams. 


A “T.X.” Knitting Register fitted to your needle will be a great help when 
working these instructions. As the name implies, it counts the rows, so that it is 
possible to take up your work at any time and continue without difficulty. It is also an 
invaluable aid when increasing or decreasing. You will be able to obtain it from most 
good wool shops and stores.
